THE INEFFABLE TRINITY. 

Every homage paid to God by the Liturgy of the Church 
has the Holy Trinity for its object. The Trinity is the scope 
of all religion. Every day, every moment of the day, belongs 
to It. All the feasts of the Blessed Virgin and of the Saints 
are means to lead ‘us to the praise of the Triune God. It is 
for this reason that the Church appeared slow in setting aside 
a special day to honor the Trinity. 

The first idea of a special feast in honor of the Trinity 
was conceived by some more pious and recollected souls. As 
early as the eighth century the monk Alcuin composed a Mass 
in honor of the Most Blessed Trinity. It was only a votive 
Mass and designed more for private devotion. It became 
popular and was circulated throughout certain portions of the 
world and was approved for the whole of Germany by a na- 
tiona! Council held in 1022. Even a century before this time 
a feast in honor of the Trinity was celebrated in some of the 
churches of Belgium. The Bishop of Liege instituted the 
feast of the Holy Trinity for his church in 920 and had an 
office composed in honor of this great Mystery. At that time 
the right to institute a feast wasnot reserved to the Holy See. 
The celebration of the feast of the Trinity gradually spread 
throughout Belgium. Under the Pontificate of Alexander 
VL., in the latter half of the eleventh century, the Church of 
Rome had not adopted this feast and explains that the Ador- 
able Trinity is worshipped on every day of the year through 
the Doxology. 

In the year 1334 Pope John XXII issued a decree wherein 
the Church of Rome accepted the'feast of the Holy Trinity 
and extended its observance to all churches. 

The very essence of the Christian faith consists in 
knowledge and adoration of the Triune God. From this 
Mystery all others flow. The Trinity is the great truth of our 
faith. It is the infinite object of our faith, just as it is the 
vision of the Trinity that will form our eternal happiness. 
The Mystery of the Trinity could be known only to us through 
the pleasure of Almighty God. We may come to the knowl- 
edge of God as our Creator through human reason. We may 
even form some idea of His perfections through a study of 
His works. The knowledge of God’s intimate Being can come 
to us only by means of His gracious revelation. While the 
Old Dispensation had some knowledge of a plural in God— 
“let us make man t¢ our image and likeness’—the people did 
not understand the mysterious words. To us God has made a 
complete revelation. The light of faith has shown to us that 
we are made to His image and likeness, a three in one. 

How we should love and adore this wondrous Mystery! 
Glory be to the Father and to the Son and to the Holy Ghost! 
It was so in the beginning, before any creature existed—as it 
was in the beginning—it should be so now with us, that we 
may join the Angels and Saints of God.to sing the praises of 
the Blessed Three “world without end. Amen.’—B. X. O'R. 

“O Most Holy Trinity” were the words which formed 
the spiritual battle cry of St. Francis Xavier, the “Chosen 
Vessel of Election” of modern times. St. Franeis saw the 
august image of the Most Holy Tripity in the souls of the 
pagans of India and he encouraged maelf to greater efforts 
by saying again and again “O Most Holy Trinity.” We trust 
that this slogan of St. Francis Xavier may besa reminder to 
us, at the present day, that we may recognize the imprint of 
the Most Holy Trinity on the souls of pagans and may gener- 
ously contribute to the cause of their receiving the light of 
the Gospel. 
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Trinity Sunday brings to a close what is termed “the 
time for making our Easter Duty.” By special dispensation 
granted to the bishops in our country, Catholics may fulfill 
their obligation of receiving their Easter Communion even 
on Trinity Sunday. Let no true child of the Church neglect 
this all-important duty.
